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Comments from the Chair 


he members of the State Committee of Psycholo- 

gists have worked diligently developing the Mis- 
souri Jurisprudence examination. This examination is 
a requirement for maintaining membership in the 
Association of State and Provincial Psychology 
Boards (ASPPB) reciprocity for licensure agreement 
that the state of Missouri joined in 1996. In addition 
to a Jurisprudence Examination for applicants for 
licensure, the ASPPB agreement also requires an Oral 
Examination of applicants for licensure, which the 
State Committee of Psychologists is also working to 
develop. Psychologists who have assisted with the 
development of this oral examination include Mary 
Catherine Dettling, Elissa Lewis, David Edens, Janice 
VanBuren, Carl Willis, Clifford Whipple, Elizabeth 
Kraemer, Darrel Hartke, and Betty Schlesing. In the 
near future, the State Committee of Psychologists will 
be working to standardize this examination, and may 
request the assistance of Missouri licensed psycholo- 
gists in the standardization process. 
The State Committee of Psychologists, with the help 
of the Missouri Psychological Association, developed 
continuing education guidelines in accordance with 
the continuing education requirement promulgated 
by the Missouri Psychological Association, and 
passed by the Missouri legislature. This law requires 
40 units of continuing education every two years. 
The rules and regulations for these continuing educa- 
tion units will be published in the Missouri Register 
in the near future. We invite your comments about 
these proposed rules and regulations. 
Another activity of the State Committee of Psycholo- 
gists has been to review the current rules and regula- 
tions. Proposed changes include, but may not be 
limited to, reduction of fees, and changing some 
criteria for post-doctoral residency or post-doctoral 
fellowships for licensure in Missouri. These pro- 
posed changes will also be published in the Missouri 
Register in the near future. We invite your commenis 
about these proposed changes also.

The proposed bill has 
passed in both the Missouri Senate and House, and can 
be located, on the internet by locating the Missouri 
Senate section regarding impending legislation.

Our gratitude is offered to 
former board members who worked so hard to assist in 
regulating the practice of psychology in Missouri. These 
former members are Karen Woods, Duane Hartley, Carl 
Willis, Janice VanBuren, and our former public member, 
Yolanda Lorge.

ew test specifications have been developed by the 

Professional Examination Service, who is contracted 
by the Association of State and Provincial Psychology 
Boards to develop the Examination for Professional 
Practice of Psychology (EPPP). These specifications 
were established and implemented by the Professional 
Examination Service in April 1997. The EPPP now 
contains eight content domains as follows:

Cognitive Affective Bases of Behavior 13% 
Assessment and Diagnosis 14% 
Ethical/Legal/Professional Issues 15% 
Growth and Lifespan Development 13% 
Social and Multicultural Bases of

Research and Evaluation 6% 
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Health Resource Statistics 


he Missouri Department of Health State Center for 

Health Statistics recently published the Missouri Health 
Manpower for 1994. The following information was taken 
from this publication. 
There were 1,320 licensed psychologists in Missouri in 
1994. Of this number, 1,217 were actively practicing. 
Translated into psychologists per 10,000 residents, the rate 
equals 2.3. However, this actual rate may be somewhat 
higher than the 2.3 figure, since psychologists who were 
employed exclusively by state government were not re- 
quired to be licensed in Missouri. 
Psychologists are primarily metropolitan based as_ illus- 
trated by the 3.1 rate per 10,000 population in major 
metropolitan areas compared to only 0.7 in non- 
metropolitan areas. The Regional Planning Commission 
(RPC) rates per 10,000 range from a high of 4.4 in Mid- 
Missouri to 0.1 in South Central Ozark, Green Hills and 
Bootheel. Although the majority of counties do not have 
active licensed psychologists, there is at least one active 
psychologist in every RPC. 
There appears to be an ample supply of young psycholo- 
gists for replacement needs since 33 percent are under age 
45. In fact, only 25 percent are age 55 or over. 
Four out of every ten (40.8 percent) active psychologists 
are female. This is the highest percentage of women in any 
of the traditionally male-dominated professions in this 
report. Over 95 percent (95.5%) are white. 
Psychologists in private practice increased by 295 between 
1982 and 1994 with 47.3 percent of all active psycholo- 
gists indicating private practice as their primary setting of 
employment. An additional 17 percent are employed in 
schools and 25 percent work in a hospital facility or clinic 
setting. Forty-seven percent are self employed. The princi- 
pal employers of the remaining professionals are schools, 
hospitals, and state government. 
Less than half (47 percent) of all active psychologists were 
educated in Missouri. Only two other states have educated 
a significant number - Illinois (6 percent) and Kansas (6 
percent). Most of these professionals are educated as either 
clinical or counseling psychologists (84 percent). Almost 
all active psychologists have a doctorate (80.3 percent) but 
17.7 percent have only a master’s degree. 
The Missouri Health Manpower publication contains statis- 
tical information for all professions. For licensed psy- 
chologsits, the statistics that are available fro 1994 include 
licensed psychologists by activity status, with rates, by 
county, for regional planning commission areas: active 
psychologists by ten-year age groups for regional planning

ADDRESS CHANGE - All licensees are required to notify the State Committee of 
Psychologists within 30 days of an address change. The notification can be submitted 
in writing to State Committee of Psychologists, P.O. Box 1335, Jefferson City, 
Missouri 65102, by fax to (573) 526-3489 or by telephone to (573) 751-0099. 


DUPLICATE LICENSE - Licensees can be issued a duplicate annual renewal 
license by submitting a request in writing to State Committee of Psychologists, P.O. 
Box 1335, Jefferson City, Missouri 65102. 


WALL-HANGING LICENSE - Licensees can request a duplicate wall-hanging license by submitting 
a notarized request in writing to State Committee of Psychologists, P.O. Box 1335, Jefferson City, 
Missouri 65102. A $25.00 fee made payable to the State Committee of Psychologists must accompany 
the notarized request. 


HSP CERTIFICATION - Licensees must request an application 
packet from the State Committee of Psychologists. Completed applica-

LICENSURE VERIFICATION TO ANOTHER STATE - ti- 
censees must submit the required verification/certification form from the 
state licensrue is being requested along with the required $25.00 fee to 
the State Committee of Psychologists, P.O. Box 1335, Jefferson City, 
Missouri 65102. 


RENEWALS - Renewals are mailed to all current licensees on or around November 1 of each year. 
Renewals are mailed to the most current address on file with the State Committee of Psychologists. The 
renewal license is current for 1 year February 1 to January 31. 


MASTER’S DEGREE TO DOCTORAL DEGREE PSYCHOLOGISTS - 337.090 of the 
Psychology Practice Act states in part... . Any person licensed on the basis of a master’s degree who has 
then earned a doctoral degree may use the title “doctor” or hold himself out in his practice as a 
psychologist as having a doctoral degree so long as it is from an accredited institution of higher education 
and so long as the degree is relevant to the practice of psychology. 

Licensees who have obtained a doctoral degree after being licensed based upon the master’s degree can 
submit evidence of the doctoral degree to the State Committee of Psychologists and it will be added to 
the permanent record. Licensees who wish to have their license record reflect they are licensed at the 
doctoral level must submit evidence of the degree and it will be reviewed by the Committee.
